Return of 
ambulance 
due to rise 
in 999 calls 

AN ambulance is to be based 
in Oswestry again after a U- 
turn by health chiefs 
prompted by a rise in the 
number of 999 calls. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service has confirmed 
a fully operational ambu¬ 
lance will be stationed in 
Oswestry, with others being 
located at Bridgnorth, 
Craven Arms and Market 
Drayton from next month. 

Health bosses confirmed 
the decision has been made 
after the number of 999 calls 
in the county grew by 5.5 
per cent last year. 

In 2012 the service 
received 37,518 emergency 
calls which rose to 39,574 in 
2013 - a rise of 2,056. 

Each town has been with¬ 
out an operational ambu¬ 
lance since 2012, when the 
ambulance service stationed 
all ambulances at two hubs 
in Shrewsbury and Telford 
as part of its controversial 
Make Ready scheme. 

The towns were issued 
with advanced paramedics 
who responded to 999 calls 
from community ambulance 
stations in blue-light cars 
with an ambulance only 
then deployed if required. 

The move to reinstate the 
four ambulances has been 
made possible by teaming up 
advanced paramedics with a 
paramedic from one of the 
hubs to create an ambulance 
crew. In Oswestry the crew 
will start their day from the 
station in the health centre.

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Villagers petitioning to try 
and keep post office open

VILLAGERS have launched an online cam¬ 
paign to keep their post office open. 

They are worried that Glyn Ceiriog Post Office, near 
Oswestry, will close and its services be transferred to the 
village shop as part of a huge modernisation programme. 

They have launched a Facebook campaign and started a 
petition on the Change.org website to help safeguard the 
service. 

Postmaster John Keen 
said the service was one of 
6,000 throughout the coun¬ 
try involved in the Post 
Office’s network transfor¬ 
mation process. 

The process is aimed at 
extending post office hours 
and improving services. 

Mr Keen, who has run the 
village post office with his 
wife Gillian for 10 years, 
said he feared his opening 
hours and turnover would 
not meet Post Office criteria. 

The 52-year-old said: “We 
expect to fail their opening 
hours and turnover tests 
and so we have appealed to 
become a community post 
office so we can carry on. 

Process 

“If we can become a com¬ 
munity post office we will be 
able to carry on for at least 
two years. We will just have 
to wait to hear.” 

He added: “We have had a 
huge amount of support 
with people hoping we can 
stay as we are. We would like 
to thank everybody for their 
support.” 

The Change.org petition, 
started by customer Mark 
Ward, urges bosses not to 
relocate the post office to a 
counter in the village shop. 
More than 100 people have 
already signed the petition. 

Clwyd South AM Ken 
Skates and MP Susan Elan 
Jones have also called for 
answers. 

A Post Office spokesman 
said there was “no threat” to 
the service in Glyn Ceiriog 
but did not go as far as rul¬ 
ing out any changes in the 
future.

AN Oswestry pub with a 
reputation for being part of 
the local music scene has 
been snapped up by new 
owners within two weeks of 
being put up for sale.

£150,000 but selling agent 
Paramount has revealed it 
has already been sold. 

Steve Oliver, director of 
Paramount, said: “There 
were some chains interested 
but it’s been sold to an indi¬ 
vidual and is still trading. 

“People recognise it’s a 
good opportunity to run a 
good pub and that can’t 
always be said about local 
pubs.

“The pub changed hands 
in October last year but was 
put up for sale again at the 
start of the year, being mar¬ 
keted as being “excellent 
value for continued licensed 
use”. 

Locals, worried that it 
could be snapped up by 
developers, petitioned for 
the pub to be designated as 
an asset of community 
value. 

At Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil’s development and plan¬ 
ning committee meeting last 
week members of the com¬ 
mittee had supported the 
idea. Shropshire Council will 
make a decision next 
month. 

The new owner was 
unavailable for comment.

PLANS for housing on the site of 
Oswestry’s former leisure centre have been 
attacked. 

As part of Shropshire Council’s Site Allo¬ 
cation and Management of Development 
(SAMDev) Plan the site has been earmarked 
for housing but an Oswestry man is to voice 
strong objections.

“We are sending out a message that 
Oswestry does not want visitors and turning 
people away. I will be asking the town coun¬ 
cil to change their minds.”

King's links with Tolkein 
hero revealed bv author 


A biography of the king who 
died on the field of battle in 
Oswestry has made interesting 
links with a modern literary 
tlassit. lain St John reports 

KING Oswald, who died in battle 
at Oswestry in the seventh cen¬ 
tury, was the likely inspiration 
behind a major character in JRR 
Tolkein’s Lord of the Rings tril¬ 
ogy, according to a book which 
explores his legend. 

And Oswald and his reign was also 
hugely influential in major aspects of the 
history of Britain from its involvement in 
the Crusades to the forming of political 
and religious institutions, according to 
author Max Adams. 

Oswald and his exploits are already well 
known to many in Shropshire, particularly 
through his association with Oswestry. 

Influence 

The name Oswestry is thought to be a 
corruption of “Oswald’s Tree” and histo¬ 
rians say he was defeated and killed in a 
great battle against the pagan Penda, King 
of Mercia, in 642AD. 

Penda, as a warning to others who 
might challenge his rule, dismembered 
Oswald’s body and hung his limbs on the 
branches of a tree. 

Oswald’s influence remains in Oswestry 
and the town has a spring known as 
Oswald’s Well, which is supposed to have 
originated where a bird dropped Oswald’s 
arm. The parish church is also named 
after the saint. 

But Mr Adams, a critically acclaimed 
biographer and archaeologist, says in The 
King in the North: The Life and Times of

Beowulf. 


Oswald of Northumbria, Oswald’s legacy 
is far greater than many people realise. 

He suggests Oswald’s return after a 
long exile, winning the throne by brav¬ 
ery in battle, inspired JRR Tolkein, an 
Anglo-Saxon scholar, to create Aragorn 
in the Lord of the Rings. 

And he says Oswald has wide influ¬ 
ence on other aspects of Britain. 

He writes: “Even by the standards of 
the day his was a short and bloody rule, 
his end summary and brutal. 

“In death his severed head and arms 
were displayed on stakes at a place 
which came to be known as Oswald’s 
Tree or Oswestry. His skull, a sacred pos¬ 


session of Durham Cathedral, exhibits a 
sword-cut wide enough to accommodate 
three fingers. 

“Oswald’s historical significance is 
greater even than the sum of his parts. 

“He forged a hybrid culture of Briton, 
Irish, Scot and Anglo-Saxon, which gave 
rise to a glorious age of arts and lan¬ 
guage symbolised by his foundation of 
the monastery on Lindisfarne and the 
manuscripts later crafted there by 
monks. His political legacy was in part 
responsible for the Crusades and for 
Henry VIII’s break with Rome, and for 
the idea that Britain is a Christian state. 

“If popular history needed a heroic fig-

ure from the age of Beowulf, there is no 
need to invent one. Oswald was the real 
thing.” 

Oswestry mayor Chris Schofield said 
he was intrigued by the suggestion 
Oswald could have been the inspiration 
for a Lord of the Rings character. 

He said: “Oswald is an important fig¬ 
ure in our history and anything which 
brings in tourists and visitors to the area 
to find out more is welcome. We would 
welcome a film crew here any time to 
find out more about this area.” 

The King in the North: The Life and 
Times of Oswald of Northumbria is out 
now, published by Head of Zeus.

WHICH IS THE BEST WAY TO EVICT TENANT FOR NON-PAYMENT OF RENT? 

Q: I have a cottage which I have rented out on an Assured Shorthold Tenancy for the last 12 months. No deposit was taken. In October 2013 the 
tenant lost his job and was without income for several weeks. Because he got another job quickly I agreed to accept October’s rent by instalments 
made up by paying extra in November and December. However, he has paid nothing since September and seems to have spiralled out of control. Which 
is the best way to evict him? 

A: Under the Housing Act 1988, tenants on an Assured Shorthold Tenancy have security of tenure. This means you need to obtain a court order to 
evict them if they refuse to leave voluntarily. 

Before starting court proceedings you must serve a notice giving them 14 days to pay the arrears. If they fail to pay, under Section 8 of the Act you can 
apply to the court for a hearing to gain a possession order for the property and a judgment against the tenants for the rent arrears they owe. Provided 
they owe at least 2 months’ rent arrears, both when the Section 8 Notice is served and at the hearing date, the Court must make a mandatory order for 
possession. However, should the tenants pay the rent arrears, or reduce them to less than 2 months’, they will be able to remain in the property. 
Alternatively you could apply under the accelerated possession procedure, but you cannot include a claim for rent arrears owed. You would firstly need 
to serve notice under Section 21 of the Housing Act 1988, requiring your tenants to leave. Proceedings could then be issued after two months have 
expired from the date the notice was served. The Court must grant you possession if notice has been served in accordance with Section 21 and you 
can produce the written tenancy agreement.

Packed meeting told threat 
of power line stunting area

THE threat of a 33-mile power 
line running through Shropshire 
and Mid Wales is already stunting 
business growth and devastating 
property prices, a packed public 
meeting has heard. 

Business owners and county residents 
told Shropshire Council leader Keith Bar- 
row and Environment Secretary Owen 
Paterson they felt power firm bosses were 
“playing with their lives” by proposing to 
run a power line through the region. 

Mr Paterson, MP for North Shropshire, 
told the meeting he shared the concerns, 
dubbing the energy plans “stupid”. 

The meeting at The Venue at Oswestry 
was attended by about 200 people and was 
staged by Shropshire Council to discuss 
National Grid’s plans for a 33-mile power 
line from near Cefn Coch, in Mid Wales, to 
Lower Frankton, near Oswestry. 

Inquiry 

The line will serve proposed Mid Wales 
windfarms which are currently subject to a 
planning inquiry. National Grid plans to 
bury about a quarter of the line as it passes 
through the Meifod valley in Mid Wales but 
all of the Shropshire section is set to be car¬ 
ried overhead on pylons. 

The firm says it will look to use T-pylons 
to carry the line, which are about 15 metres 
shorter than traditional pylons. 

Last Friday’s meeting heard the final 
route had not yet been agreed - but the 
mere threat of having a line close to prop¬ 
erties was having a devastating impact on 
businesses and individual householders. 

Whittington farmer and sausage and 
bacon producer Jamie Ward said he had

been planning to sell a farmhouse in the 
area in order to support his business. 

Mr Ward said as soon as the possible route 
of the line was announced, and potential 
buyers were told it was near the farmhouse, 
interest in the property halted. 

Clive Knowles, managing director of the 
British Ironwork Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry, said the proposed route had inter¬ 
rupted plans he had for a tourism attraction 
at the site. He said he plans to develop a 
sculpture park but added: “We now realise

the pylons could be in our backyard, right 
through the sculpture park, directly in line 
with our front door.” 

Mr Knowles said his property had been 
worth about £3 million but had been told by 
estate agents it could be only about half that 
now because of the pylons threat. 

Maesbrook woman Sue Forgie said she 
had hundreds of people interested in buying 
her house before it emerged the pylons could 
run about half a mile from her property. 

Mrs Forgie said she had “absolutely zero” 


viewings after it came to light the pylons 
could run close to her home. 

Mr Paterson said he needed further hard 
evidence about the blight the plan was cre¬ 
ating so he could fight the threat. 

A show of hands at the meeting found the 
audience was unanimously against the 
pylon line, windfarms and subsidies for 
windfarm operators. Councillor Keith Bar- 
row said Shropshire Council would be send¬ 
ing its objections to the power project to 
National Grid. 


Pupils get

Karen Lentink, head of 
the prep department, said 
she had invited him to talk 
to the Year 4, 5 and 6 pupils 
after one of the children’s 
parents mentioned him. 

“He spoke about his life in 
the monastery and expla¬ 
ined his thoughts. We’re 
hoping he’s going to come 
again every year because his 
visit was so successful.” 

The visit was organised in 
connection with World Reli¬ 
gion Day, which was on Jan¬ 
uary 19, and Yonten, who 
became a monk when he was 
35, shared his experiences of 
Buddhism with the pupils. 

Mrs Lentink said: “He 
spoke to a group of about 45 
children and they listened 
very carefully. 

“They asked some really 
thought provoking ques¬ 
tions. They talked about 
happiness and he asked 
them about whether they 
would like to feel happy 
some of the time or all of the 
time. They were saying that 
if you feel happy all of the 
time you wouldn’t appreci¬ 
ate it as much, and they 
were asking him about his 
thoughts on that as well.”

Plan for huge 
farm on hold 


after campaign

A WELSHPOOL farmer’s plan to 
build a 1,000-cow dairy has been 
put on hold after an animal wel¬ 
fare group was granted a High 
Court judicial review. 

The World Society for the Protection of 
Animals (WSPA) has been given the go- 
ahead for judges to review the Welsh gov¬ 
ernment’s decision to allow the dairy at 
Leighton, near Welshpool. 

Earlier in the week Torchwood actor 
Gareth David-Lloyd announced he had 
joined the campaign against the super farm. 

He said: “I’ve signed the WSPA petition 
because I want to defend the Welsh country¬ 
side and cows from the damage these fac¬ 
tory dairy farms can do.” 

In October, Planning Minister Carl 
Sargeant decided the proposed dairy at 
Lower Leighton Farm next to a school 
should be allowed to proceed despite a pub¬ 
lic inquiry inspector recommending refusal. 

Mr Sargeant said the economic benefits 
outweighed other considerations. 

Simon Pope, WSPA UK Director for Cam¬ 
paigns and Communications confirmed it 
will be challenging Mr Sargeant’s decision 
in the High Court later this year. 

He added: “Our case challenges the deci¬ 
sion-making process that led to the granting 
of the application and the implications we 
believe the building of the industrial dairy 
farm would hold for the future of dairy

farming, not just in Wales, but throughout 
Britain. 

“This battle is not and never has been 
about one farmer. 

“Farmers should continue to be champi¬ 
oned as the custodians of our natural envi¬ 
ronment. As such, WSPA considers our 
actions to be in the public interest.” 

A public inquiry was held about the plans 
for the dairy in March 2013.

Library’s hours 
to be reduced 

THE opening hours of Chirk Library are to 
be significantly reduced because of council 
cuts. 

Councillors in Chirk said although the 
reduced hours at the town’s library was 
unfortunate, they were relieved that it was 
safe from closure for the moment. 

Libraries in Brymbo and Gresford are to 
likely to shut while all others will have its 
opening hours reduced by an average of 19 
per cent. 

Councillor Terry Evans, one of Chirk’s 
borough councillors, said council chiefs 
were facing tough decisions. He said: “It is 
unfortunate to cut the hours at the libraries 
but at least Chirk is still staying open at the 
moment. 

“They are talking about cuts of about £13 
million or £14 million a year and that is 
unprecedented.” 

The cut comes less than two years after 
Chirk Library underwent a £120,000 refit, 
paid for by the WAG and other sources.

He said Mr Hunt had found the two dead 
geese the night before and Carruthers later 
told police that he was responsible. 

At an earlier hearing Carruthers pleaded 
guilty to being in possession of a shotgun 
with the intention of causing Vincent Hunt 
to fear he was in danger of unlawful vio¬ 
lence and three charges of causing damage 
or destroying property. 

He had denied possessing a shotgun caus¬ 
ing Howard Long to fear he was in danger 
of unlawful violence and the charge was 
ordered to lie on the file. 

Mr Dean Easthope, for Carruthers, said 
Carruthers’ mental condition had deterio¬ 
rated because financial difficulties following 
the death of his father.

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Council to 
put fresh 
emphasis 
on tourism 

A TOWN council is putting 
an emphasis on tourism to 
help local businesses. 

Oswestry Town Council is 
prioritising the regional 
tourism action plan over the 
coming 12 months, and will 
be organising a seminar to 
discuss how best to bring in 
new visitors. 

David Preston, town 
clerk, said it was estimated 
that 2.2 million people vis¬ 
ited the Oswestry and North 
Shropshire area each year. 

“More than 90 per cent of 
those are day visitors,” he 
said. 

As part of the plan to 
encourage more people to 
stay overnight, the town 
council is managing a 
scheme to bring more bed 
and breakfast beds into use. 

The grant scheme lets 
B&Bs bid for support to pay 
for additional bedrooms, 
structural alterations and 
the installation of lifts. 

The town’s markets are 
also being looked at as a 
tourist attraction. During 
2014 there will be a pro¬ 
gramme of specialist mar¬ 
kets in addition to the 
weekly general markets and 
monthly farmers’ market. 

Town mayor, Councillor 
Chris Schofield said: “The 
town council has welcomed 
the regional tourism strat¬ 
egy and is prepared to take 
the lead by organised a local 
tourism conference. We will 
be bringing together all the 
key players.”

THIS photo loaned by Allan 
Peever of Weston Rhyn shows 
the induction in March 1938 of 
the new vicar at Criftins. 

It has been in the family many years - 
Allan’s father John was a churchwarden 
and is on it. 

“I think I’ve probably had it since my 
mother died in 1986 and we had to empty 
the house,” says Allan. 

On the back of the photo his father 
wrote: “Institution of the Rev A.E.H. 
Berry to Criftins, March 1938, by the 
Bishop of Stafford. Churchwardens Capt. 
R.C.D. Owen and J. Peever.”

Allan can also give some names: “To 
the left of the photo are senior members 
of the church choir, namely, from left, Bill 
Evans, Walter Forrester, Frank Evans, 
Albert Hampson (face partly hidden), 
John Forrester (father to Walter), vicar 
not known, then John Revell, village gro¬ 
cer and baker. The two church wardens 
standing each side of the door are, to the 
left, Captain Robert Owen, and to the 
right, John Peever.” 

The vicar was the Rev Arthur Ernest 
Homan-Berry and you’ll be able to iden¬ 
tify him quickly from this childhood 
memory of Allan, who was born in 1924. 

“As children we used to think he would 
be able to fly if he flapped his big ears,” 
he said. 

Allan’s father is the gentleman in a 
dark suit in the centre of the photo.

Advice to 
visitors as 
virus hits 
hospital 

VISITORS to a hospital used 
by many patients from the 
Oswestry and Welshpool 
areas are being asked to help 
keep norovirus outbreaks 
contained. 

Admissions to two wards 
at Wrexham Maelor Hospi¬ 
tal - Cunliffe and Erddig - 
were recently suspended 
after a number of patients 
started with symptoms of 
diarrhoea and vomiting. 

Although laboratory tests 
have not confirmed that 
norovirus is responsible, the 
hospital has putting rigor¬ 
ous infection control meas¬ 
ures in place to limit the 
spread of any outbreak. 

People are also asked not 
to visit the hospital if they 
have suffered from diar¬ 
rhoea and vomiting recently. 

Consultant microbiologist 
Dr Chris Cefai said: “We 
know that norovirus is circu¬ 
lating. It is therefore really 
important that people don’t 
unwittingly bring the bug 
into hospital. 

“The most important rule 
is not to visit if you have 
had diarrhoea or vomiting in 
the last 48 hours. If you 
have had these symptoms 
and are due to come in as a 
patient, give us a ring so we 
can make preparations. 

“If you are going to visit 
an affected ward then make 
sure you wash hands before 
you enter and leave, and 
don’t bring young children 
with you to visit affected 
wards.”

A feeling that nature is 
gearing up for the spring 


FEBRUARY is at last upon us. Winter is 
over for another nine months and spring 
is ready to burst. 

Ok, not quite. But there is a sense this month 
that nature is gearing up for slightly warmer times. 

Winter is certainly still with us, yet from the end 
of this week onwards, we start thinking about 
spring and may find ourselves using words such as 
“herald” and “harbinger” in the natural world. 

It seems that only spring is heralded, and for 
good reason, yet what for you is the main harbinger 
to signify that season? 

For me it is not daffodils or leaf buds, eggs or 
blossom. It is one particular family of birds and 
they proclaim it from the rooftops, quite literally. 

If you had a turdus sitting on your perfectly man¬ 
icured lawn, you may or may not be pleased. I cer¬ 
tainly would be because a turdus is a thrush and 
thrushes are what February is all about. 

Our visitors from Scandinavia and Iceland, the 
redwings and fieldfares, are both thrushes and they 
will remain with us throughout the month. 

Singing 

Our familiar blackbirds belong to the same fam¬ 
ily, as does the less common ring ouzel. And then 
of course there are the obvious ones, the song 
thrush and the mistle thrush. It is perhaps the mis- 
tle thrush that is the best harbinger of spring out 
and about at the moment. 

The mistle thrush (turdus viscivorus) is the 
largest member of the thrush family here in the 
UK. 

It begins singing this month because it’s such an 
early breeder that males need to assert their terri¬ 
tory before eggs are laid towards the end of the 
month. Helpfully they tend to serenade the neigh¬ 
bourhood from the loftiest perch around and so are 
easy to spot, even if you happen to be hard of hear¬ 
ing. 

But don’t be fooled. In the treetops it may be a

charming vocalist but on the ground the mistle 
thrush is an aggressive and powerful bird that 
stands upright and hops around, tending to bully 
other birds away from its food source or territorial 
post. 

It gets its name from its penchant for mistletoe 
and is an important “agent” in the reproductive 
cycle of this plant. 

Its range spans across Europe to North Africa 
and Western Asia yet this particular “turdus” has 
not made it across to America yet. However there 
are many other members of the turdus family that 
have and the most famous is . . . the robin. 

The “American robin” that is, for unlike its 
British counterpart which is a member of the mus- 
cicapidae family and erithacus genus (old world fly¬ 
catchers) the American robin is not a robin at all 
but another thrush. 

I was lucky enough to grow up in Connecticut 
and the “robin” was our state bird. Michigan and 
Wisconsin seemed to have the same idea but there 
are plenty to go round. Again, the American robin 
is another early breeder and like our mistle thrush, 
is one of the first birds to lay eggs across much of 
its range and henceforth is regarded as . . . you 
guessed it - a bit of a harbinger. 

So whichever side of the Atlantic you find your¬ 
self this February, if you find yourself talking to 
someone interested in the natural world, chances 
are they’ve got a turdus in mind.

Plans for 
300-home 
scheme are 
unveiled

No hands for a first flavour of the Macan

Porsche still won’t let the 
media actually drive its new 
Macan, but we’re one of the 
first to experience what it can 
do in the hands of a test 
driver. 

The location is the ADAC Fahrsicher- 
heitszentrum test facility a short motor¬ 
way drive from Dusseldorf’s 
international airport. The cars have 
been warmed, our technological brief¬ 
ings have come and gone, and the 
time has come for a first taste of the 
Macan (in the passenger seat, of 
course). 

First up is some off-roading, for 
which I climb into the Macan Diesel 
alongside a long, curly-haired German 
engineer who’s quite keen to tell the 


‘assembled’ journalists in three of the 
four passenger seats all about how the 
four-wheel drive system works. 

It electronically shuffles power to the 
wheels that can best use it, while 
simultaneously killing wheelspin at 
those that can’t, absolutely maximising 
the potential traction and dragging the 
compact but rather tubby (at nearly 
two tonnes) Macan up challenging 
slopes with gusto. 

It’s only on standard road tyres, too. 

The diesel engine, a very familiar 
single-turbo unit with 254bhp, will 
eventually be put in the shade by the 
excellent Bi-Turbo lump, which packs 
more than 300bhp. But for now, the 
lower-powered 3.0-litre V6 does an 
impressive all-round job. 

But now it’s time for the track. I make 
a bee-line for the Macan Turbo, the 
fastest and most expensive model in 
the range. A newly-developed 3.6-litre 
V6 provides the grunt, while tur¬ 


bocharging helps boost power up to 
400 metric horses. 

That’s enough to push you back into 
your seat, hard, as our new not-so-long- 


haired German driver kindly demon¬ 
strates to the sound of a muted woofle 
from the exhausts, turning into a muf¬ 
fled bark at high revs. Its brakes are 


devastatingly effective too, hauling the 
German beefcake down to corner- 
appropriate speeds as though some¬ 
one has thrown an anchor out of the 
window. 

That a Porsche of any shape or size 
would be anything other than rapid at 
both going and stopping is unthinkable. 
But the jury is out as to the dynamic 
merits of the Macan’s gargantuan 
Cayenne big brother, so as the driver 
launches the smaller car over a corner- 
exit crest, the chassis snaking sideways 
across the tarmac as much of the 
weight leaves the wheels, I realise I 
don’t know how this is going to end. 

Very well, as it turns out. When the 
car’s bulk lands back on its adaptive air 
springs it simply settles itself with a hint 
of electronic intervention at the back 
end, and carries on its way. It doesn’t 
feel lightweight, but as a passenger, it 
feels astonishingly capable. 

Helpfully, Herr Driver seems to sense 


my positive leanings and decides to 
demonstrate how well the Macan can 
power-slide. It does, if only with a dedi¬ 
cated boot-full of the go-go pedal, but 
as I gaze blankly at the approaching 
scenery through the side window I can’t 
help but notice that, actually, this big, 
heavy Macan has a mighty balance and 
stability about it. Even when sideways. 

The electronics make a big difference 
to the overall experience. 

Softly-sprung suspension gets much 
firmer at the push of a button, and the 
gearbox can be set up to hang onto 
each ratio for as long as it can. 

Arguably most fun, though, are the 
parps and gargles that come from the 
exhaust. 

Porsche calls its non-sports cars, the 
Panamera and Cayenne, the sports 
cars within their sectors. The truth of 
that is, frankly, subjective, but after this 
preview it looks like the Macan might 
genuinely put the Sports into SUV.

Harrison is on the lookout for Saints additions 


THE NEW SAINTS may by well on the way 
to an eighth Welsh Premier crown, but 
director of football Craig Harrison admits 
he’s still looking to bolster his squad.
